McCarthy.

It has always seemed to me 
there are too many businessmen, 
real estate men, insurance men 
and others with financial axes 
to grind on our city councils, 
planning commissions and pub-

But the Oakland City Council, 
itself dominated by this type, 
apparently now considers busi- 
nessmen the only ones qualified 
to serve on the Redevelopment 
Commission.

Councilmen Josh Rose, Fred 
Maggiora and Felix Chialvo ar- 
gued that the Redevelopment 
Commission needs minority 
group representation. But they 
were in the minority. 

A businessman and lawyer are 
already on the Redevelopment 
Commission.

Some 
stores even have labcled these 
new steaks “his and her” steaks. 

Most often, these are boned 


beef chuck, cut in different ways | 


to make “steaks” of different 
shapes. 

The so-called “rib tips” are 
likely to be stew beef under an- 
other name and trimmed a little 
differently. The “French” and 
“California” roasts are usually 


cut from chuck. 


‘These unfamiliar new steaks 
and roasts usually cost more. 
Recently when boneless chuck 
could be bought for 69-79 cents, 
special steaks cut from the 
chuck were tagged 89-99 cents 
a pound. 

Moreover, the trend to using 
new names, for added sales ap- 
peal, makes it more difficult to 
compare prices among stores. 
One store may prepare Swiss 
steak from top round, another 
from chuck. In one market, a 
“breakfast steak” may be sirloin; 
in another, our old friend, chuck. 
Braciola may be from the round 
or the chuck, depending on the 
store’s practices. 

MEAT PACKERS sometimes 
even call frozen beef “steaks” 
and then underneath the name

| One supermarket chain adver- 
tises a “combo sale” of boiled 
jham and Swiss cheese, a half 
; pound of each, for 99 cents a 
; pound. This does not mean you 
are paying 45 cents for the half 
pound of ham, The half pound 
of cheese at the time of shop- 
ping, was worth about 30 cents. 
This made the real price of the 
ham $1.38 a pound, 

When you pay as much as 65 
cents for a 14-ounce package of 
frozen stuffed peppers, you are 
really paying 75 cents a pound 
for a product that is not even 
all chopped meat. 

YOU CAN AVOID paying a 
large extra price if you buy your 
foods in their common or usual 
forms, rather than highly- 
processed. In the case of the 
chuck stew, you could save 10 
{cents a pound by cutting the 
chuck into stewing pieces your- 
self. 

The same pricing system is 
noticeable in the popular frozen 
fish products. 

For example, the U.S. Food and 
Drug Administration this year 
established new standards of 
identity for frozen breaded 
shrimp. Now produets labeled 
“breaded shrimp” must contain 
at least 50 per cent shrimp. The 
package won’t tell you the exact 


say “chopped and shaped.” 

A package of six such frozen 
“beef steaks” for 75 cents may 
sound like a bargain unless you 
read the label carefully. Then 
you realize you are paying 75 
cents for 12 ounces, or the equiv- 
alent of $1 a pound for chopped’ 
beef. Fresh chopped beef could 
be bought for 49-59 cents a 
pound. 

In some areas, stores are re- 
quired to state in ads and on 
labels the basic cut from which 
the special cut is taken. In many 
areas, this is not required, and 
even when it is, you often find 
“Fillet Steak” in big type and 
“chuck” in small] letters. 

Sometimes stores will charge

proportion of bread and shrimp, 
because as long as the product 
meets the government’s “stand- 
ard of identity,’ low as that 
standard may be, the packer can 
use the standard name. 

This is a serious defect in both 
FDA and U.S. Agriculture De- 
partment regulation of processed 
foods. 

The result of this inadequate 
labeling of ready-to-eat foods 
can be as deceptive as in the 
case of the trick meat names. 
You may find breaded shrimp 
selling for $1.19 a pound. But 
you. really are getting only half 
a pound of shrimp for your $1.19 
outlay. In comparison, frozen 
raw shrimp, deveined, but which 
you bread yourself, may cost 
you $1.75. This sounds expensive 
but really is less than the half- 
| bread version. 

THE SAME PROBLEM exists 
with a great many canned and 
frozen foods, including such of- 
| ten-criticized examples as “pork 

and beans,” with very little pork.

“Urgent vacancy,” says the no- 
tation beside a teacher-wanted list- 
ing posted by the United Nations 
Educational, Scientific and Cul- 
tural Organization (UNESCO). 
The need is for a science and 
mathematics instructor — prefera+ 
bly an American — to teach pros- 
pective teachers in Gabon, Africa. 
This is typical of the hundreds 
of jobs that. UNESCO is trying to 
fill. Openings range from a geo- 
desy expert for Argentina and an 
adult education instructor for 
Thailand to a music teacher for 
Afghanistan. Qualifications de- 
pend on where the vacancy exists; 
it may be in any of UNESCO's 
119 member countries. 
Americans apply through the 


US. State Department's Office of 
International Administration in 
Washington. 

UNESCO notes that under the 
job quota system, Americans are 
entitled to 150 posts, but that only 
about 30 are on the payroll. More 
than 35 percent of the $50 million 
a year spent by UNESCO comes 
from the United States. However, 
the agency’s director-general, Rene 
Maheu, complains that the U.S. 
intellectual contribution does not 
match its financial support, 

To help rectify the situation, 
President Johnson issued a direc- 
tive that U.S. federal agencies 
“promote the employment of 
Americans in international organi- 
zations.”

But quality is by no means the 
rule, In experiments intended to 
simulate real-life hazards, 14 
models — more than one-third 
of all those tested — were judged 
dangerous enough to be rated 
‘not acceptable.” 

It’s possible, for instance, that 
a heater may be knocked over, 
or that an item of clothing may 
fall on it. When these accidents 
were duplicated experimentally, 
some heaters caused cotton cloth 
to burst into flames, and others 
severely damaged a rug. 

Even the presence of a tip- ® 
over switch to turn the heater 
off if it fell over did not always 
give complete protection. One 
unit remained hot long enough 
to do damage. 

Some heaters, even while up- 
right, overheated the floor 
enough to damage heat-sensi- 
tive flooring like asphalt tile. 

Several models were found un- 
safe for use around children 
because the grille openings were 
wide enough to admit a child’s 
hand or a toy.

Richard Torre 
thanked Assistant Secretaries 
Norman Amuridson and Richard 
Groulx of the Alameda County 
Central Labor Council for their 
assistance during the strike. 


The new two year contract 
covers 9,000 ABC members at 12 
locations. 


The walkout was the first ma- 
jor strike against the company 
since 1935 and, according to the 
union, was a complete success, 
with operations completely 
closed down. 

The peace pact yielded wage 
increases of seven cents an hour 
the first year and 10.5 cents the 
second and provided for an ad- 
ditional three cents — for a total 
of 16 cents — toward raising 
pensions to a new high of $150 
a month for workers who retire 
at 65 after 25 years of service. 


Another 2.15 cents an hour 
was earmarked for improved 
hospital, surgical, medical and 
illness benefits, including the 
addition of a major medical 
clause with a maximum of $10,- 
000 for a single illness. 


The vacation schedules were 
improved at a cost of three- 
quarters of one cent each year. 
ABC members, who belong to 10 
local unions, will get four weeks 
after 19 years and three weeks 
after nine years during the first 
year of the agreement, and four 
weeks after 18 years and three 
weeks after eight years during 
the second, The schedule now 
calls for four weeks after 20 
years and three weeks after 10 
years. 


Classification adjustments 
were valued by the union at an- 
other half cent, and other ad- 
justments raised the total value 
of the settlement just above the 
25-cent level.

On Jan. 1, 1966, our pension 
plan will start. Benefit cards 
must be made out before Nov. 1. 

This card must have your 


name, home address and Zip 


Code, Social Security number, 
signature and beneficiary’s 
name, address and relationship. 
We need your complete coopera- 
tion when we come to get this 
information. Every member of 
Local 134 must have a card 
filled out by Nov. 1. We will be 
more than happy to answer any 
questions that you might have 
about the plan. 

If you will have the informa- 
tion ready for us when we call 
on you, we will answer any ques- 
tions and fill out the card at the 
same time, saving much needed 
time. ; 

The pension plan has been 
voted on in each local here in 
the United States and also in 
Canada. It was passed over- 
whelmingly. When the plan goes 
into effect, each member of the 
union will have at least one (1) 
unit. At the present time, no one 
can have more than two (2) 
units. 

What is a unit and what does 
it cost? One unit will cost $5 
per month. This will be added to 
your dues, Each unit will pay a 
minimum of $25 a month for the 
first five years that a man par- 
ticipates in the plan, then $5 
more a month for each five 
years that a member partici- 
pates. 

For example: A member tak- 
ing one unit who is age 50 when 
the plan starts will participate 
in the plan for 15 years. The 
first five years, the member will 
receive $25 a month and $5 a 
month for every five years re- 
maining. So this member will 
end.up with a minimum pension 
that will guarantee him $35 a 
month. 

Remember, this is the mini- 
rhum that will be paid this mem- 
ber at age 65. As the trust fund 
grows, so will our returns. 

Now if a member leaves the 
barber business for some other 
trade, the member can still 
maintain his membership by 
going on minimum dues, Then 
at age 65 the member can retire 
and collect his pension. If a 
member does not wish to do this, 
he can drop his membership; 
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and, upon his death, his bene- 
ficiaries will receive all of ithe 
money that he has put ‘into the’ 
trust fund, plus the interest at 
the rate paid by the federal 
reserve, 

Two units will cost a member 
$10 a month and pay $50 for 
the first five years and $10 for 
every five years that he par- 
ticipates. 

Our Kaiser and Blue Cross 
hospital plans will be open to 
our members, and coverage will 
start Dec. 1; so if you want to 
join either plan or change plans, 
now is the time to do it. Those 
wishing to join Kaiser will have 
to add $2 to the monthly pre- 
mium for new membership. 

There are some scabs that are 
going from union shop to shop 
trying to poison the minds of 
our members. These are the 
same scabs who have said that 
their goal is to break the union. 
They want to lower your wages 
and conditions. 


These scabs are like strike- 
breakers in a strike; they are 
trying to break the union and 
what it has gained. They are out 
to steal from you and me, They 
come into a shop as a wolf in 
sheep’s clothing, spreading their 
poison. As soon as they can, they 
will stick a knife into your back, 
as they have done to some other 
so-called friends. So beware of 
him that comes into your shop 
pointing fingers and talking of 
lowering your standards.

Still at Fremont High School

Members of Niles Steelworkers 
3367 have voted to oppose the 
bond issue on the Fremont bal- 
lot Oct. 19 because of the City 
Council’s refusal to pass an anti- 
-professional strikebreaker ordi- 
nance. 

The union, faced with strike- 
breakers during a strike at Pa- 
cific States Steel Co., added in 
a resolution that it would care- 
fully scrutinize any further ac- 
tions by the City Council be- 
cause of the anti-strikebreaker 
vote. 

Roby W. Pierce, who an- 
/nounced Local 3367’s stand, said: 

“The City Council refuses to 
give any protection or consider- 
ation to organized labor. When 
it comes to helping the rank- 
and -file working class people, 
they turn a deaf ear. The Steel- 
workers buy homes in Fremont, 
and We see our taxes climb each 
year. We raise families here. Our 
patronage of local merchants is 
important to the economy of this 
city. 

“We don’t have confidence in 
the way the Dillon council 
spends the taxpayers’ money. 

“We urge all the members of 
organized labor, the working 
people of Fremont, to go to the 
polls and vote no on bonds Oct. 
19.”

turning him to his former posi- 
tion at Castlemont High School 
is causing him irreparable harm 
and injury.” 

Local 771 President Carlton 
Garske said Monday that Stokes 
returned to his last year’s job at 
Fremont upon advice of the un- 
ion’s attorney. 

Garske indicated that the ap- 
peal.action — and the decision 
to keep Stokes at’ Fremont de- 
spite the court order — may 
have been taken by school ad- 
ministrators without action by 
' the school board. 

Garske Said that, as far as the 
union has been able to deter- 
mine, there was no board dis- 
cussion of the case — even in 
personnel sessions — between 
the time of the court order and 
the time Stokes was ordered 
back to Fremont. 


He also charged that, by ap- 
pealing the case, the school ad- 
ministration “is using the tax- 
payers’ money to harass George 
Stokes and the union.” 


A statement issued by the 
union further charged that: 


@ The decision to appeal is 
based on the school district’s 
desire to continue a completely 
arbitrary administrative deci- 
sion, unrestrained by judicial 
review. 

@ The board evidently dis- 
agrees with the Superior Court’s 
decision that teachers are en- 
titled to legal protection of the 
courts, and school boards must 
follow their own rules and reg- 
ulations. 

OTHER DISTRICTS 

Ron Miller, former Local 771 
president, now president of the 
Bay Area Council of Teachers, 
said the case has far-reaching 
implications for Teachers’ un- 
ions throughout the state, 

He said Bay Area locals of the 
union now operate in the dark 
as far as transfer policies of 
their school districts are con- 
cerned. 

The whole matter seems to be 
left up to school administrators, 
who sometimes use transfer for 
“coercion” of teachers, Miller 
charged. 

Local 771 made public a letter 
to the school board by Dr. Rob- 
ert L. Nolan, a former member 
who was named in the original 


case. Dr. Nolan expressed con- 
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cern on the way in which the 
decision to appeal the case had 
been made. 


By pursuing the appeal, he 
added, the board is “punishing” 
Stokes and the union “just. as 
certainly as if you had voted a 
fine or reduction in pay.” 

Dr. Nolan added: 


“Furthermore, the enunciation 
of your claim in court that you 
don’t have to obey your own 
rules, and violation of them is 
immune from court review, is an 
indefensible position to espouse. 


‘It can only serve to further 


erode the public’s confidence in 
the school district and is a great 
disservice to the community.” 


In last May’s ruling, Superior 
Judge Spurgeon Avakian issued 
what was then hailed as a “land- 
mark” decision by the union, 
which said that its claim that 
the Board of Education had vio- 
lated its own transfer policy was 
upheld.

14(b) of the Taft-Hartley Law this week are allies of the 
same right-to-work crowd under Oakland's Bill Knowland 
that we dumped in California in 1958. 

And they have been battling under the same phony slogan 
of opposition to so-called “compulsory unionism. 

GOP Senate Leader Everett Dirksen is a slick charlatan 
who in the past has been trying to make Republicans look 
like moderates. But his use of the filibuster in an unholy alli- 
ance with the Dixiecrats to aid the Goldwater right-to-wreckers 
shows his true colors. 

As the majority of Californians know — but the US. 
Senate apparently doesn’t — the ‘compulsory unionism ar- 
gument is as much a lie as the words of “right-to-work. Neither 
catch-phrase means what it seems to say. 

Actually, repeal of this discriminatory section — 14(b) 
— would end a compulsory situation that now exists in 19 
States. ion 

Employees in these 19 states, where so-called “‘right-to- 
work” is legalized under Section 14(b), are compelled to do 
without the right of union security protection the rest of Amer- 
icans have. 

There is nothing compulsory about making the union shop 
legal. A union shop clause is negotiated in a contract between 
unions and management. They can have it, or they can not 
have it — at least in 31 states. 

But in 19 states, it is illegal to have it. 

Federal laws and standards should apply equally to all 
states. Section 14(b) of the Taft-Hartley Law creates an unfair 
double standard which is an exception to this principle. It 
invites low-wage, union-busting industries to these 19 states, 
mostly in the South, undermining your jobs and mine and 
creating unfair competition to the products we manufacture 
under fair labor standards. 


Bonds for OUR college 


The $47 million junior college bond issue on next Tuesday's 
ballot in six cities in northern Alameda County offers hope 
of meeting the growing educational needs of our youngsters 
in this increasingly technological age. 

Labor in the past has objected to the slighting of voca- 
tional education by some junior colleges.

We put the last three words 
in quUtation marks, as newspapers did, to indicate that this 
was the clerk’s statement — not necessarily the opinion held 
by the writer of the news story, or by us. News accounts didn't 
say whether the slain youth was armed. If he wasn’t, shooting 
him would hardly seem “‘justifiable. 

The other youth, also 18, was fatally wounded as he fled 
with a table. This, too, was called justifiable.” Of course, 
theft isn’t justifiable. But is shooting a man for stealing 
justifiable?

Lynch declared: 


“What is-at-stake here is not 
a simple ~trespass, or unlawful 
assemblage. What is at stake is 
democracy itsélf*

He reiterated:’-“In my view, 
the issue..we deal with here is 
| not just the pranks and larks of 
high spirited youth. The issue 
is whether we submit to the 
tyranny of-any transient mi- 
nority which seeks by foree or 
by unlawful activity to impose 
its will upon the majority. This 
is a serious issue — as serious 
as the preservation of our na- 
tion — and I assure you it will 
be dealt with on a serious basis.”
